IN A RECENT CONVERSATION SOVIET EMBASSY FIRST 
SECRETARY PAKHAMOV TOLD EMBOFF THAT HIS GOVERNMENT 
THINKS THE KEY TASK IN ARRIVING AT A SOLUTION TO THE 
CYPRUS PROBLEM IS DEVISING EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL 
GUARANTEES FOR A SETTLEMENT. TURKEY WILL NOT WITHDRAW 
ITS FORCES FROM CYPRUS UNTIL IT IS SURE THE TURKISH 
CYPRIOTS CAN BE PROTECTED IN SOME OTHER FASHION. GOG 
AND GREEK CYPRIOTS, HOWEVER, CANNOT ACCEPT A SETTLEMENT 
THAT IS TO BE ENFORCED BY TURKISH TROOPS. "TURKEY AND 
THE SOVIET UNION "ARE CONVINCED THE 1960 TRIPARTITE 
ARRANGEMENTS ARE UNWORKABLE. FINALLY, SAID PAKHOMOV, THE 
U.S. DOES NOT WANT SOVIET UNION TO BE PARTY TO NEW 
INTERNATIONAL ARRANGEMENTS SAFEGUARDING A SETTLEMENT, 
WHILE THE SOVIET UNION WILL INSIST ON BEING A PARTY IF THE 
U.S. IS. HE THOUGHT IF PROBLEM OF GUARANTEES COULD BE 
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RESOLVED, ALL ELSE WOULD SOON FALL INTO PLACE. 
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
